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DEVELOPING THE 
EMPTY SPACES 

THE proposed rice-growing cxprrimttni 
lo be undertaken bv a Unitrd Stato 
company in the Northern Territory is a 
Hep forward in what has become an 
urgent necesity — developing Australia's 
cmptv cnuntn. 

When llic Minister for Territories, Mr. 
Hjslmk, niailr the annnufu rmriit. tlii-re 
was some criticism on the grounds that 
these task should be undertaken by 
Australia. 

It is d pity that they cannot be, but it 
it by now fairly obvious that the resources 
of Australian private enterprise, ami Aits- 
tralian governments arc not equal to the 
jobs that must be done. 

The fact about the Northern Territory 
is that if Australia is unable to develop 
it, someone else will. 

The time is running short. For long 
years there has been talk of the poten- 
tialities of this country, but its progress 
ft stilt remarkably slow. 

To do what should be done requires 
either cnomiuus manpower or big 

i ipkal 

Australia has neither. America has thr 
capital, and it is a friendly nation. There 
are uther countries which, though they 
Lu k the capital, certainly have the man- 
power. Their intrusion would be by no 
means so welcome . 

Mr. HasJuck has stated that every care 
is being taken to protect Australian 
public interest. He has also promised 
that, should the experiment be sutresa- 
ful, there will be ample opportunity for 
Australian settlers and capital in the 
<ai.ie lield. 

In the light of this it is foolish to object 
to what might be an important step in 
the progress of the Territory, and there- 
fore of Australia.
